i ono. Aug. 50. — During the morning 


crowds of unemployed and idle spectators 
‘crowded around Columbus monument on the 


lake front. As the minutes passed the crowd | 


grow larger and more turbulent. As the sun 


broke at length throughthe gray masses of 


cloud and shed a doubtful, wavering radi- 
ance upon the lake front, the crowd in- 
creased, unshaven couples and 
trios coming from various direc- 
tions to swell the throng. 
Boon the crowd swelled to a multitude. In- 
dications of rioting began to manifest them- 


selves, and in addition to the number of 


officers in plain clothes circulating among 
the throng, Ohief of Police Brennan sum- 
moned first 500 uniformea men and later a 
round thousand. 

Prior to this the only patrolmen in uniform 
visible were on the street ends abutting Lake 
Front Fark. Meanwhile the multitade had 
mukiplies, impromptu speeches being 
made at several points attracting additions 
to . the crowd. Soon the outskirts 
of the great gathering were surging across 
Michigan boulevard and biocking access to 
the Auditorium. Along the boulevard and 
streets leading from that thoroug*fare, 
traffic was suspended and a number of teams 
were caught in the mess of people from 
which egress Owing tothe crush was impos- 


sible. 
TUE POLICE ARRIVE. 

The frst uniformed police to arrive under 
command of Inspector Laughlin were 
cheered as they appeared among the crowd. 
The commander was told that a crowd of 500 
Italians and others had started up 
State street bent on mischief. With 
thirty menthe Inspector started after the 
mob. The police came on the crowd at 
Louis Stizzari’s provision store at 565 State 
street. In the basement of Stizzari’s mar- 
ket were stored fifty rifesand a number of 
flags used by the Italian societies in their 
parades. These the mob deman and in- 
vaded the premises to obtain possession of 
them. 


etietarl, who is a leader among the Italians, © 


addressed the crowd, and after refusing ab- 
solutely to let them have the guns or flags 
pushed the invaders out of his store and 
locked the doors. As a concession Stis- 
gari gave the leaders 82, and they bought 
Itallan and American flags and returned to 
the Columbus monument on the lake front, 
followed by the police squad. During the 
parley the police kept the streets near Stiz- 
gari’s place clear, but made no arrests. 
ATTACKED, THE POLICE CHARGE. 

News of the events on State street irri- 
tafed the lake front multitude and it became 
more and more disorderly and took on the 
character of a dangerous mob. Excited in- 
dividuals made speeches continuously and 
goon stones began to be thrown, 
Rioters who were in the eastern 
outskirts of the mob picked up 
coupling-pins from the Illinois Central tracks 
and the heavy missiles were thrown toward 
the police. Inspectors’ Shea and Laughlin 
at this juncture promptly ordered a charge 
on the crowd. The police in force were 
by this time but a short distance south 
of the body of the mob and before the rioters 
saw the advance the shock came. The con- 
test was of sbort duration. As the heart of 
the mob around the monument saw 
their friends scatter before the 
swinging clubs the leaders turned 
and fied. heir course lay 
north and west out of the park to Michigan 
avenue. Inan almost incredible short time 
the mob dwindled away and the rioters 
sought safe escape in the alleys and streets. 

GATLING GUNS TRAINED. 

When it became evident to the police that 
the mass of men clustered about the bronze 
statue would be led into violence by irre- 
sponsible agitators Gatling guns were 
brought into requisition, and these deadly 
engines were promptly wheeled into posi- 
tion to scatter death in the ranks of the 


mob upon the first show of a repetition of 


Saturday last near the City Hall. 
The ice had the memory of the Haymar- 
kot ssacre before them, and no one 
‘knew but the crowd of discontented men 
concealed among their ranks a 
man ready and anxious for an 
nity to hurl another death-deal-

the police to suppress the mob. The Mayor 
had issued no permit for the meeting, and it 
was therefore an unlawful assemblage 
within the corporation limits. 

Hut there was no call for the use of the 
gatlings,andad coupling pins and clubs were 
the worst weapons actually brought into use, 
and the most prominent public ground in the 
city, the land

SHOT HIM DEAD. 


Marshal Folsom Kills Capt. Durant at 
Caddo in the Territory. 


Oappo, I. T., Aug. 80.—Deputy United 
States Marshal Tandy Folsom shot and in- 
stant iy Killed Capt. Key Durant at the M., K. 
& T. Depot in this place at 2 
o’clock this morning. Durant, ac- 
com papied by a courtesan, came 
up from Denison on the Katy train, and 
Folsom was watching thetrain to prevent 
the introduction of whiskey. The woman 
carried a valise which contained spirits, and 
Folsom took the valiseaway from her. Durant 
became incensed and fired pointblank at 
Folsom, who returned the fire, shooting 
Durant in the breast. Four more shots fol- 
lowed, all of which struck the mark. Durant 
tumbled ever dead. Both men are noted in 
this county. 

Durant commanded the squadof militia 
which attacked the house of Dick Locke at 
Antlers last April and was at the time of his 
death Captain of the militia of the Third 
Choctaw Military District. 

Folsom has been in the Indian service for 
years, and is noted for being a cool, desperate 
and dangerous man with a six-shooter re- 
cord second to none, 

The shooting created considerable excite- 

ent because of the prominence of both 

en. Folsom is now at Atoka having a pre- 
liminary hearing before the United States 
Commissioner. Durant will be buried at 
Caddo at 4o’clock to-day. 


FORCED INTO THE A. P. A. 


An Ex-Lindell Railway Conductor Makes

DEADLY WINDS 


At Least 100 Lives Lost in the 
Cyclone at Port Royal. 


The Blast Burst Upon the Town Blow- 
| ing 100 Miles an Hour.

The City Cut Off From the Outside World 
—All Telegraph Wires Down and Rail- 
roads Washed Away— Nearly All the 
Dead Are Negroes, but Few Whites 
Having Been Drowned or Killea— The 
Raveges of the Storm at Scores of 


Other Points. 


AuGusTA, Ga., Aug. 30.—News has been re- 
ceived from Port Royal, 8. O., that 100 lives 
were lost in the cyclone that burst upon that 
town at the rate of 100 miles an hour Monday, 
followed by a tidal wave that 
almost swept the town away. The 
information is reliable. Mr. E. M. Averill, 
General Freight and Passenger Agent of the 
Charleston, Sumter & Northern Rallroad, 
whocame up from Port Royal last night, 
says Port Royal is cut off from the outside 
world. All telegraph wires are down and the 
railroads are washed away. 

Mr. Averill was unable to state the exact 
number of lives lost, but without over- 
estimating he says he is certain they will 
number over 100. The unfortunates were 
killedand drowned. He saw thirty-two dead 
bodies. Nearly all the drowned were negroes’ 
So far as reported when Mr. Averill came 


away, ohly six white persons had lost their 
lives. 
WRECK ABOUT NEW YORK. 

New YorK, Aug. 380.—The coast of Coney 
Island is a dismal looking wreck to-day. 
Many houses are unroofed and the roofs are 
found several blocks away. A little frame 
structure occupied by Bolivian Indians on 
George Tilhouse’s World's Fair grounds was 
blown down, but the Indians had become 
terror stricken before the collapse and 
rushed out on the beach and prayed 
till daylight. Charies Barlow, man 
ager of the Sea Beach Palace Hotel, 
had four ribs broken by a heavy canvass 
awning, which was blown from its moorings 
and fell upon him. 

A two-masted schooner with distress sig- 
nals flying was sighted off Asbury Park 
duringthe gale, but it is not known what 
became Of her. 

At Long Branch the tide was higher than at 
any time since 1878. Hundreds of acres of 
corn and tomatoes have been ruined and it is 


delteved that the farmers will lose the corn 


crop entirely. At Saline, N. J., the fruit re- 
maining since the last blow has been knocked 
off the trees, and the outlook for the owners 
of orchards is a dark one.

The breakers are the largest ever 
seen. 


DESTRUCTION ALONG THE HUDSON. 
Hupson, N. I., Aug. %8.—The Hudson 
River Valley was right in the path of yeSter- 
day’s storm. There was great havoc among 
the boats and boat club-houses of the lower 
Hudson and the losses will run into the hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars. The brick- 


laden schooner Robert Blair, Capt. Cos- 
grove, is aground and full of water at Tomp- 
kins’ Cove, Rockland County. A barge loaded 
with stone is sunk at the same place and the 
track of the West Shore Rallroad is badiy 
washed out. The south track could only be 
used at that point to-day. A steam canal 
boat with its tow of three boats is 
ashore at Stony Point and the schooner 
Katrinia Van Kortlandt of New York, brick 
laden, Capt. Albert Coe, sank at7a. m. yes- 
terday and will prove a totalloss. There 
were eight canal boats ashore between Osca- 
wana Island and Croton and the river shores 
were filled with wreckage of broken up boats 
and theircargoes. There was a cabin sloop 
yacht sunk off the Island. Ide Hudson River 
Railroad tracks were badly washed out at 
this point, andthe south bound trains were 
switched at Croton and Montrose tothe north 
bound track. At Croton the bay was filled 
with wreckage and every boat of the Croton 
Boat Club is either swamped or broken up. 
At Croton Point five canal boats were sunk 
and their deck loads scattered. 


NEARLY EVERY HOUSE DAMAGED. 
COLUMBIA, 8. C., Aug. 80.—Nearly every 
house in the city of Charleston was damaged 
to some extent by the cyclone. The loss of 
life was light. The city was left a scene of 
desolation on either side, its streets strewn 


with wreckage, its beautiful water front de- 
vastated. Mary Barnwell; colored, was 
killed in an out-house anda negro man and 
two negro children were drowned. Three 
schooners were in collision with the bridge 
Monday night, and the Maud 8. was com 
pletely wrecked. The telegraph wires are 
down for a half mile at a stretch and no news 
was sent out of Charleston from Sunday 
afternoon to last night. 

Sullivan Island, sevea miles from Charles- 
ton, was submerged, the water being seven 
feet deep. During the night the wind biew 
125 miles an hour. It was a night of terror 
for the inhabitants and a large number of 
hs maa visitors who were sojourning

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SHERMAN ACT. 


The Father of the Bill Discusses 
Repeal in the Senate. 


Congress and the People Were Agreed 
on One Vital Point. 


BOTH GOLD AND SILVER SHOULD con- 
TINUE IR USE AS MONEY. 


Monometallism Pure and Simple Had 
Never Gained a Foothold in the 
United States—If Cheap Money Was 
Wanted, Free Coinage of Silver Was 
the Way to Get It, but They Should 
Not Call It Bimetallism—OCongres- 
sional Proceedings and Gossip. 


WasSHIVGTON, Aug. 80.—After the routine 
morning business in the Senate the bill for 
the repeal of the Sherman act was taken up 
and Mr. Sherman (Rep.) of Ohio proceeded 
to address the Senate. He said that if the 
repeal of the purchasing clauses 
of the act of July, 1890, 
were the only reason for the extraordinary 
session, it would seem to him insufficient. 
It was, however, justified by the existing 
financial stringency. One thing, he said, 
Congress and the people were agreed 
on and that was that both 
gold and silver should de continued 
in use as money. Mon ometallism, pure and 
simple, had never gained a foothold in 
the United States. If Senators wanted cheap 
money and an advance in prices, free coin- 
age of silver was the way to doit; but they 
should not call it bimetallism. 

Mr. Sherman then proceeded to discuss the 
history of the act that bears his name. He 
was not in favor of the free coinage of silver, 
and regard ed it as Dut another name for the 
monometailism of silver, and was only in fa- 
vor of the purchase of silver for purposes of 
coining. Ihe conferees of the two houses 
agreed upon their differences, and in that 
agreement secured the repeal of the Bland - 
Allison act. Mr. Sherman reminded Sen- 
ators that when they criticised the 
law that was named after him 
they should remember that this law 


now on the statute books was far better than 
either the House bill or that passed by the 
Senate. The President had, Mr. Sherman 
said, set forth the decline in the value of sil- 
ver, but failed to give the causes ofthat de- 
cline. Had he taken a broader view 
of the causes of that 
he could have explained 
It was due, Mr. Sherman said, to the fact 
that we were called upon to pay our debts, 
Gebts payable in gol England was the 
eat creditor country and we should neither 
ashamed of nor hate her; we are her 
children and partake much of the character- 
istics of the parent stock.

After discussing other matters contributing 
to the present condition Mr. Sherman 
Geclared that an erroneous impression 
had been created when it was 
claimed thatthe Sherman law was the cause 
ot all the trouble and this, he said, with all 
due deference to Mr. Cleveland. Still the 
fact was that Congress must deal with a situ- 
ation and not a measure. 

He believed in giving the devil his due, 
and was revdy tostand by the law, not as a 
measure in which he took any s fal pride, 
for he was compelled to yield in order to 
preveut disastrous legislation. Bat with- 
outthis law what would thecountry have 
done in 1891 and 1892 had it been called upon 
then to meet the difficulties now staggerin 
us. He was nota new convert tothe repea 
ofthe law and a year ago he had intro- 
duced a bill to suspend the operations of the 
law. It was worded almost exactly 
like that of Mr. Voorhees, Why did not the 
Democratic Senators see the dangers they 
now see and come to the help of the Repub- 
licans when they sought to suspend the law? 
Nota Democratic vote was had then, and 
Democrats must answer why. 

This was acurrency famine, not the fear 
that the money of the country was not good, 
and the people should not be decelved as to 
the reasons for the repeal. Mr. Sherman did 
not believe the repeal of the law would 
in any considerable degree relieve the 
country from the existing stagnation. Its 
repeal would ease the money market from 
the dreaded fear of the free coinage of silver. 
The law Was denounced by the mocratic 
party as a miserable makeshift. It was a 
makeshift and a good one, intended to prevent 
—— ills growing out of the free coinage of 
silver. 

The Democratic party was now charged 
with a great responsibility and Mr. Sherman

The Annual Address Delivered by Preai- 
dent Tucker— His Fungent Tumor Cre- 
ated Much Amusement—Touched on 
the South Carolina Liquor Law—His 
Epeech in Full—Proceedings.

NO CAUSE OF FEAR. 


There is no occasion for excitement on 
the part of our authorities over the pro- 
posed plan of Chicago to dump her sewage 
into the Illinois River through a drainage 
canal, St. Louis has little to fear from the 
sewage that Chicago or two cities like it 
gould throw in the IIlinois River. All 


Trace of impurity would be lost in the 


Mississippi, the water of which would be 
pure as falling rain long before it reached 
St. Louis. The great volume ofthe Mis- 
sissippi and Missouri Rivers effectually 
preserves St. Louis from danger of im- 
pregnated water,from any source above. 

Unless gcientific authority could be 
found for the assertion that Mississippi 
water could possibly be tainted by any 
amount of Chicago sewage, which we 
doubt, it is difficult to find ground for 
Congressional interposition in behalf of 
St. Louis. The only people in danger of 
injury are citizens of Lllinois living on the 
banks of the IIlinois River, and it is the 
duty of the State of IIlinois to protect 
their rights and interests. A principle of 
justice is undoubtedly involved in this Chi- 
cago scheme upon which the courts might 
interpose to prevent it. Chicago has 
a great lake containing a vast volume of 
water. Her natural drainage runs to that 
lake. 
Chicago is unwilling to run the risk of 
polluting the waters of the lake that she 
should force her sewage into the small 
streams of Illinois through artificial drain- 
age tothe detriment of others. Chicago 
should provide for lake drainage or dis- 
pose of her sewage by scientific methods 
which will render it innocuous. 

On this principle of justice St. Louis 
may join in the protest against Chicago’s 
drainage canal, but not because we have 
anything tofearfrom her sewage. If we 
contend that rivers should not be used for 
drainage, what answer shall we make 
should the people below us protest against 
our drainage into the Mississippi? 

The dumping of Chicago’s sewage in the 
Illinois River will not prevent St. Louis 
from continuing to be the healthiest city 
in the Union if we take care of our local 
sanitation, keep the city clean and pre- 
vent the contamination of our water sup- 
ply by our own sewage. If the city au- 
thorities must tear their shirts let them 
tear their shirts over sanitary work right 
here in St. Louis.

HONEST BIMETALLISM. 

As an honest man is the noblest work of 
God so is an honest dollar the noblest work 
of financial legislation. 

A dollar of this good character is one 
which never fluctuates in value, but is 
the same reliable measure yesterday, to- 
day and to-morrow, which can be de- 
pended upon to neither appreciate nor de- 
preciate, but remains steady through all 
the changes of commerce and finance. 

It cannot be said that either the gold or 
silver dollar at their present weight is a 
strictly honest dollar. That gold has ap- 
preciated is shown by the heavy fall of 
prices since the monometallic movement 
began in 1871. Wheat has gone down in 
value one-half or more and other agricul- 
tural products, especially cotton, bave 
fallen in like proportion. It is said that 
improved methods of production have 
caused some of the fall, and this is admit- 
ted, but it will not account for 
all of it. And when the 
farmers, who constitute more than 
one-half of the working population, have 
to sell twice as much wheat, costing them 
much more labor and time than in 1873, to 
get money with which to pay their debts 
and taxes, they naturally conclude that 
the gold dollar is not an honest dollar. On 
the other hand it is no less certain that the 
silver dollar has depreciated since the great 
discoveries in Nevada and Colorado. This 
is generally admitted by all but the silver 
monometallists and needs no proof. We 
have thus two kinds of dollars, one of 
which as a standard will wrong the debtor 
while the other willas certainly defraud 
the creditor. 

If the bimetallist proposes to ascertain 
as nearly as possible the actual deprecia- 
tion of silver due to natural causes and the 
actual appreciation of gold; to fix a new 
ratio by adding silver to the one dollar 
and teking gold from the other, thus 
making them equal in value and as near

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AN UNFORTUNATE FATHER. 

Senator Sherman addresses the Senate to- 
day on the silver question, and we shall then 
witness the pitiful spectacle of a father 
disowning, reprobating and anathematiz- 
ing hisown child. The Sherman bullion 
purchase act was, concocted, according to 
the Senator’s story, te prevent a free coin- 
age measure. But as free coinage was im- 
possible while Mr. Harrison remained in 
the White House the plea cannot be ac- 
cepted. The Ohio Senator gave his name 
to and helped to work through Congress a 
measure which he then declared to be 
mischievous, and which has since involved 
the country in widespread disaster. 

Senator Sherman has been particularly 
unfortunate in his career as a great finan- 
cier. He has repudiated every opinion he 
ever entertained. He has boxed the com- 
pass of financial thought. But he has 
made a reputation asa great authority in 
spite of his weather-cock course. i 

And yet we are called upon to listen to 
Mr. Sherman, holding our breaths the 
while, lest any drop of wisdom be lost. He 
is the only man competent to speak on the 
currency, we are told, aclaim which may 
be conceded if competence be the property 
of one who contradicts himself every time 
he speaks. 

Mr. Sherman has outlived his credit as a 
financial teacher, which was at its height 
during his term as Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, when specie payments came and he 
absorbed the glory. His repudiation of 
the child of his old age will now bring him 
once more in range of the deadly parallel 
columns which have so often shown him 
up as a financial empiric, changing his nos- 
trunis to suit the exigencies of party re- 
gardless of the public welfare. 
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REFORMING A LOAFER. 


So much interest has been manifested in 
the report of Consul Nicholas Smith, from 
Belgium, showing the value of the dog as 
adraught animal, that there isa possibil- 
ity of dog driving becoming a fad in this 
country. Fido little dreams how near at 
end may be his freedom under the stars 
and stripes. Ever since the Declaration 
he has been an idler om a mere plaything 
It is true the shepherd dog 
and the hound ofthe hunter have made a 
show of earning their living, but most of 
the other dogs have led useless lives and 
ought to have been abolished at their 
birth. , 

In Liege dogs are very useful to market 
gardeners, butchers, bakers, grocers, 
porters and expressmen, carrying a greater 
burden in proportion to their size than 
horses, and stepping quicker. An ordi- 
nary dog draws 600 pounds. At the dog 
stables the cost of keeping them is 5 to 6 
cents a day. The best draught dog isa 
cross of the bulidog and mastiff. 

One interesting feature of the employ- 
ment of dogs is the fact that they appear 
tobe happy at work. It is well known 
that much of the annoyance caused by 
dogs in town comes of their restless spirit. 


Men and dogs with nothing to do always 


make trouble sooner or later. When our 
city dogs are harnessed and have an ob- 
ject in life, they will not be stopping to 
gossip whenever they meet one another, 
and there will be no disgraceful brawls 
with the country dogs that come to town 
occasionally. 

Of course our dogs will need some train- 
ing before they can take the place of the 
plug horse, but that can easily be had. 
The man who is waked every night by 
some canine disturber that would have 
been fast asleep if it had done an honest 
day’s work would no doubt volunteer his 
services as a trainer for his near neighbors, 
and gradually all the dogs except the 
poodles and bench-legged fices would be 
reformed and become quiet, upright mem- 
bers of the community. 

Consul Nicholas Smith has done well to 
point out the enormous waste of dog 
power in the United States.

themselves to the General Manager, one of 
whom, giving his name as F. M. Hood, re- 
quested & pass from ‘hicago to Denver, 
Mr. French noticed the type-written request 
made was a forgery and at 
once placed under arrest the three men, who 
gave their names as W. H. Salles, Phii De- 
wiler and W. H. Parkinson. All three 
f the on were at one time em- 
— — the Denver & Rio 
rande—Safles and Detwiler as conductors 
and Parkinson as engineer. The men made 
no resistance and were locked up in the hold - 
over, pending a further investigation. 

Detwiler is the man who made the 
mistake of his last week, when 
he presented himself at the Missouri Pacific 
offices in this city with a request 
for a pass from St. Louis to Memphis, the 
letter making the request purporting to ‘have 
been signed by Mr, N. W. sample, 
Superintendent of the Denver & Rio Grande. 
Mr. Sample’s signature was well known at 
the Missourt Pacific general officers and the 
management was aware thatthe superin- 
tendent’s signature was forged to the docu- 
ment in question, which led to an 
investigation and which has termi- 
nated in the result as above stated. 
It appears that Salies, Detwiler and Parkin- 
son since they severed their connection with 
the Denver & Rio Grande have made a bDusi- 
ness of fleecing numerous frallroads of passes 
which they disposed of to brokers.

— from the vinces and territories of 
the Dominion of Canada and from Newfoun4d- 
land. Ali the delezates who will sit in 
tomorrow’s convention will bear credentials, 
from the interdenominational organizations 
of their res ive states, territories and 
provinces. he Executive Committee de- 
cided lon that where there existeda 
separate 1 — — — orzantzation 
for — people, a fair proportion of the 
delegates from that State ‘were to be tite 
— of the colored body. In consequence 
of this ruling several of the Southern States 
will have a Caucasian and Ethiopian 
representattfon. The mat ructiong to 
the State and Territorial bodies 
were to give preference in the 
choice of — to well known sunday - 
school workers, who were identified with the 
chief organizations, and who represented 
the various sections of the field and the dif- 
ferent evanwelical denominations. The ob- 
servance of this rule has resulted in the se- 
lection for delegates of the most representa- 
tive and influential men and women iu the 
Sunday -school work. 

The ex-officio delegates to to-morrow’s 
convention are the members of tle 
International Sunday-school Executive 
Committee, the International Lessous 
Committee. the President, Statis- 
tical Secretary, Treasurer and Field 
Superintendent, the members of the World's 
Sunday School Executive, and of the World's 
Sunday-School Committee, and the Presi- 
dent of the First World's Sunday-School 
Convention, Mr. F. F. Belsey of London, 
England. By the action of the International 
Sunday-school Executive Committee, the 
delegates to the International Convention 
are the delegates from the United States and 
Canada to the World’s Convention; which 
will open next Sunday afternoon and begin 
work next Monday morning. The dele- 
gates from foreign lands the 
World’s Convention, have been invited to 
take seats in the international convention 
and totake part in the discussions and ad- 
dresses, Hecause it ls the wish of the commit- 
tee to so arrange the topics as to make the 
conventions as nearly one as possible. 

The period from Aug. 31 to Sept. 6 "8s 
chosen for the conventions, because it best 
suited the European delegates and because it 
is the time of college and school vacations. 
St. Louls was chosen as the convention city 
at the sixth international convention, held in 
Pittsburg in 1890. The delegates believed 
that a city near Chicago, and yet away from 
the attraction and excitement of the World’s 
Fair, would best serve the purpose for which 
they are to meet to-morrow. st. Louis pre- 
sented these qualifications and offered many 
other natural and artificial advantages to 
the consideration of the delegates. The con- 
sequence was the selection of St. Louis. 

It is curious to note the evolution of the 
world assemblies of Christian workers. The 
first national Sunday-school convention was 
held in New York in 1832, the second 
at Philadelphia in 1883, the third at 
Pufladelphta in 1859; the fourth at Newark, 
N. J., in 1869, and the fifth at Indianapolis. 
Ind., in 1872, whence grew the first Interna- 
tional Convention, held at Baltimore im i875. 
The second International Convention was 
held at Atlanta, Ga., in 1878; the third at 
Toronto, Canada, in 1881; the fourthat Louis- 
ville, Ky., in 1884; the fifth at Chicago in 1887, 
and the sixth at Pittsburg in 1890. The 
World's Sunday-senool Convention idea was 
born at the fifth international Convention 
at Chicago in 1887, and dore fruit in 
the first \\ orld’s Convention at London in 1889, 
which was attended by 400 American and 
Canadian delegates. The Western continent 
is alread of Europe in the matter of Sunday- 
school conventions, for only two interna- 
tional assemDiages of the kind have taken 
place, across the water, both at London, one 
in 1862 and the other in 1889. 

To morrow’s convention will discuss meth- 
ods of work. The Sunday-school has become 
as compli ated an educational mechanism as 
the secular schools. The normal,the high,the 
grammar and 2 schools, and even the 
Kindergarten have deen reproduced in the 
Sunday -schools. Hence the consideration of 
plans to improve these several departments 
is very important. 

The event of the tnternational convention 
will be the report of the International Lesson 
Committee Friday afternoon at 2:30 o’clock. 
In an address before the Pittsburg conven- 
tion in 1890 Bishop John H. Vincent, D. D. of 
Buffalo, N. Y., Chairman of the International 
Lesson Committee, briefly described the 378 
tem thus.

Sir John Thompson’s Statement on the. 


Work of the Arbitrators. 


COMMENDS THE PATRIOTION OF HIS 
 QBMERIVQN COLLEAGUES. 


A Persistent Effort From Eeginning to 
End to Divide British and Canadian 


Interests — Important Pointe of the 
Discussion to Be Set Forth in Protocols 


—Foreign News. 


_ QuEBEC, Aug. 80.—Sir John Thompson, Pre- 
mier of Canada and British arbitrator of the 
Paris tribunal, has arrived home by the 
steamer Parisian. Sir John said regarding 
his American colleagues inthe Board of Ar- 
ditrators: 

„Both these distinguished men at every 
stage of the case were found thorough pa- 
triots. Naturally they held strong views as 
to the necessity of very stringent measures to 
preserve the seal. 

Nou dissented from some features of the 
rogulations, did you not?“ 

„Tes, Dut I am bound to say that Lord 
Hannan from first to last exhibited the 
strongest determination that Canada should 
obtain justice, both as tothe legal question 
and as to the regulations, and that he was 
not in the slightest degree moved by the per- 
sistent effort which was made from begin- 
ning to end to divide British from Canadian 
interests in this matter. The more import- 
ant points of the discussion other than those 
which appeared in the face of the report of 
the tribunal, will be set forth in protocols, 
which will be made public before 
many weeks by the authority of 
the tribunal itself. The proceedings 
will be there recorded and each separate 
dissent entered. Among the resolutionsjwas 
one which authorizes any arbitrator to for- 
ward to the Secretary of ithe tribunal a 
written opinion upto Feb. 1 next, indicating 
the reasons which influenced his judg- 
ment.“ 

The award of the tribunal being final, 
what is the reason of this?“ 

The award, of course, is final and the 
opinion which may thus de filed will be 
merely the reason which influenced the in- 
diaualarbitrator. Thisright will probably 
be availed of by arbitrators who were in the 
minority on any particular question, and the 
statement of reasons was decided upon for 
that rurpose. The United States arbitrators, 
for instance, can give the reasons which 
compelled them to come to a conclusion con- 
trary tothe contention of their country on 
certain points.’’ 

What were these?“ 

For example, one of the contentions of 
the United States was that Russia did not 
surrender any of her pretensions with regard 
to Behring Sea by the treaty of 1825 with 
England and of 1824 with the United States. 
Shortly priorto tbat Russia asserted abso- 
lute authority over Behring Sea by the ukase 
of 1821. The contention of Mr. Blaine was 
that these treaties. related to the Pacific 
Ocean only and that Behring Sea was not in- 
cluded in the phrase ‘Pacific Ocean.’ In 
fact, so strongly did Mr. Blaine hold this 
opinion that he declared in one of his dis- 
patches that if Behring Sea were included 
in the phrase ‘Pacific Ocean’ the United 
States must abandon all pretensions with 


regard tothe right to seize sealing vessels. 
The arbitrators were unanimous against 
that contention of the United states.

„1 dissented from the regulations as a 
whole because I considered them i- adapted 
to the preservation of the seal race, and in 
some particulars unnecessarily severe 
against the tudustry of lagic sealing as 
conducted by both the United States and 
Canadian vessels.

I could not concur in 
the proposal to abolish the use of firearms in 
Behrin „ Idid not think the evidence 
justified it, although there was a great volume 
of testimony on the waste which occurs from 
seals 142 and sinking before they are 
taken by the boats.’’

PANAMA, Aug. 80.—Barranguilla, the lead- 
ing Liberal city of Colombia, South America, 
and the residence of merchant speculation, 
as well asa rival ofthe walled townof Car 
tagena, the home of President Rafael Nunez, 
was deciared in @ state of siege on Aug. 25. 
The object is to allow the military law to deal 
with the captured rebels. The excitement 
continued, as the actionof the Conservative 
President in declaring a state of siege is 
equivalent to placing the suspects of Barran- 
quilla in prison. Important rebel letters, 
implicating many citizens of Barranquilla, 
have been captured. It is conceded that the 
declaration ofastate of siege will hasten 
revolution.
